2m Working with the two prominent Japanese, KOSHIUA Kazuo and OGATA Taketora , 

CHU has made a sum of money by selling thirty thousand baskets of bananas from 

Taiwan. KOSHIHA and OGATA obtained the license for CHU from the Japanese 

Ministry of Commerce. The three men had planned to repeat the transaction several 

times until they made a net profit of US $40,000, which they would then use to 

promote a Sino-Japanese association. Nationalist intelligence men, learning of the 

plan, reported it to their government, which stopped the export of a second 

shipment of bananas. 

3. From their one successful transaction, CHU and his associates made a profit 
of US $15,000. This was divided among CHU, KOSHUiA, OGATA, and YANG Chung -hua, 
who had introduced the Japanese to CHU. 

4. CHU has been using his share of the fund to win over Third Force elements, 
who have been willing to associate with him because of his position. Third 
Force representatives recently scored a victory o vet* the Chinese Mission in Japan 

by forming an alliance with CHU, with KOSHIUA and OGATA remaining in the back- 
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
